Body, and the King being come to Town that Day, they deputed the 
Marfhal and 3 other Speakers, to wait upon his Majefty and ac- 
: quaint him with the Refolution of the Diet, concerning the Titles of 
the Czar and of the Duke of Holftein, and moft humbly entreat his Majefty to 
_ approve the fame, and order the writing of proper Letters to the faid Two 


Princes; His Majefty received the {aid Deputies very gracioufly, and was pleafed 
to return the following Anfwer. 


That fince the States have judged, that fuch a ‘Refolution may conduce to the Safety and 


Welfare of the Kingdow, his Majefty very readily concurrs with them, and will iffue Let- 
ters accordingly, 


Rome, Fuly 3. Ori the 28th of laft Month, the Pope repaired to the Vatican} 
din’d there, and. in the Evening, received the Milk-white-pad prefented to him 
Bos Conftable Colonna, on the Part ofhis Imperial Majefty, with the ufual 

ribute for the Kingdom of Naples. ‘The Cavalcade was performed as ufual ; 
the Brother and Nephew of the Pope, attended with all the Roman Nobility, 
went to the Houfe of the Conftable, bur as foon as they arrived there, the No- 
bility went away again, except fitch as are Feudazors of the Emperor, who were 
fummoned in a very eartief Manner by Cardinal Cinfuegos to accompany the 
Conftable, who that Day performed. the Fun@ion of Ambaflador Extraordinary

Lisbon, Gune x6. Five Men of War are fitting out here, in order to be fent to 
the Rio de Janeiro in Brafil. On the 11th Inftaat, a General Imbargo was by 
his Portuguele Majefty’s Order laid upon all fhipping in this River, and at Sc. 
Ubes ; the Occafion was this, The Conde d’ Ribcita’s Brother, who is one of 
the Cannons of the Patriarchal Church here, having for fome Time been fecretly 
betrothed’ to ayoung Lady of a good Family, was upon Dilcovery of it, and of 
his having procured a Difpenfation from Rome to marty her, feized and imprifo- 
ned about fix Months ago; but great Interceffion being made for him, and he 
having promifed to quit all Engagements and attack himfelf to his Ecclefiaftical 
Funétion, he was fet at Liberty, and had confiderable Sums of Money given him 
by his Portuguefe Majefty : Notice was given that he was gone away with the 
Lady, whereupon this Imbargo was laid to prevent his Efcape by Sea out of the 
Kingdom ; and Orders were at the fame time difpatched to all. the Frontier Garri- 
fons, requiring the Governours firiéilyto cxamine all Paflengers. The Imbargo

aFrench Shipbound for Italy: Alltheir Servants, and feveral of the Lady’s Re- 
lations fufpe&ted to have been privy to their Defign, or to have contributed to- 
wards their, putting it in Execution, have been feized and fent to Prifon.

Ships may at any Time goout of the Hatbours, and fave their Market, or come 
in to fave themfelves ; fo oe the greateft Part of the Dangers ot the Sea may 
be avoided: The Engine is ofbur little Charge, aud no way incommodious.
